Although the number of deaths from 
dysentery and enteric at Ladysmith have 
been published by ‘the war office since 
Saturday’s fight. nothing has been given 
out regarding the losses in the engage- 
ment. The war office asserts that it has 
nothing to.give out, 

Arm chair critics who. in the absence of 
reportorial or officia] descriptions fror§ 
the seat of war, pour forth pages of 
conjecture and opinion, conclude that not 
much is to be expected of the British 
hcsts in South Africa until Lord Roberts 
shall have ‘thad plenty of time ‘to think 
and fresh levies shall have arrived.

METHUEN IS TO BE RELIEVED. 


Chicago Paper Asserts the General 
Will. Be Sent Home. 

Chicago, January 11.—A special cable to 
The Tribune from London says Lieuten- 
ant General Lord Methuen, commanding 
the column adyancing to the relief of 
Kimbericy, is to be relieved of his com- 
mand within two weeks. Later he will 
be sent to Cape Town and eventually or- 
dered home. When he veachés England-he 
Will be retired. 

These fasts have been confirmed , by an 
Cflicial of the war office. 

Lord Methuen’s case is a sad one. Al- 
Ways a man of rather frail physique-— 
although a clever boxer and an all- round 
sportsman—his constitution began to show 
Signs of breaking down almost immedi- 
ately after he took command of his di- 
Vision. 

Three days after the battle of Belmont, 
General Wolseley suggested to the war 
Office that Methuen be relieved. His ad- 
Vice was not heeded. The wisdom of 
the aged but keen commander-in- -chief of 
the British.army ‘s now realized to the 
fullest extent by the war office who scof- 
fed at his sumgestion. 

Friends of Lord Methuen insist he is 
Only in broken health; that the strain of 
Many campaigns has shattered his natur- 
ally nervous system.

One re- 
ceived a few days ago is a fair sample of 
the rest. It contained just. three words— 
“Darkness after dawn.” 

It is stated by those acquainted with 
the inner workings and campaign adopt- 
ed by the war office that Lord Kitchener, 
the hero of Omdurman, who with Lord 
Roberts arrived at Cape Town today, will 
proceed immediately to Modder river. He 
may not take active field command of 
the troops, but will put the column in 
working order again and then assign some 
one else, probably General Colville, to 
take Methuen’s place. 

Lord Methuen, in addition to his other 
eccentricities, has quarreled with a num- 
ber of officers under him. Three of them, 
Colonel Arthur Paget, Colonel Gough and 
Captain Campbell, he ordered home. They 
arrived in London today. Colonel Gough, 
who commanded the 2 aan detachment 
im the Magersfontein battle, is seeking a 
vindication by courtmartial. When Gough 
attempted to discuss the plan of *the 
Magersfontein attack Methuen ordered 
him under arrest. 
considerately suppressing the true staté 
of affairs so far as Methuen’s ailment 
is concerned, but the papers do not hes- 
itate to print the hard facts about the 
battle of Magersfontein, which are just 
reaching London through the mails, all 
of which go to show, in the language of 
an officer, that ‘‘the attack was that of 
a madman.”’ 

The death of Lord Wauchope, com- 
mander of the Black Watch, was one of 
ths many sad results of that engagement. 
Lord Wauchope, it is now well Known, 
realized the futility of the assault as 
planned by Methuen. He argued strong- 
ly and expostulated bitterly against it. 
Methuen, however, persisted and the two 
quarreled over the matter the night. be- 
fore the battle, which proved so disas- 
trous to the British forces. A member 
of the Black Watch, in a letter just 
received, gives the details of the charge 
which led Wauchope to his death. He 
quotes the general’s dying words—words 
showing how fully he realized the situa- 
tion, even in the hour of his death. The 
letter reads: 

“Tt was one of the darkest nights we 
ever saw. The rain fell in torrents and 
we went on and forward, falling, stumb- 
line and slipping over rocks and ant 
hills. 

“Tt was impossible to see where we were 
going. After we had been taken by sur- 
prise our right half battalion charged, 
but the men were mown down like grain 
before a reaper. General Wauc ss was 
shot at the ‘beginning of the charge. 
When he saw the mistake that had hap- 
pened he shouted: ‘Rally round me, 
Black Watch. It’s not my fault.’ Then 
he fell literally riddled with bullets.” 

Letters from men serving in the Modder 
river column tell of the demoralization 
of the troops since the commander's in- 
capacitation. A Highland brigade man 
Says: 

“There is not the slightest doubt that 
Methuen has lost the confidence of every 
man in the Highland brigade. I am not 
goine too far in saying that they are 
afraid to trust their lives with pion * 

“Wauchope, no doubt, went out to find 
death,”? writes Sergeant Grev, ‘when 
such a disastrous fire opened. He had 
previously shouted to the Argyll High- 
landers: ‘Don’t blame me for this. Il 
received my orders and had to obey them.’ 
With proper handling we could have 
eleared the Boers in two hours, As it 
was, we were taken into a butcher shop 
and left there.’’

English Do Not Expect‘Roberts To 
Advance at Once. 

London, January 11.—With the growing 
impatience over the Transvaal situation 
stories are rife that inaction is enforced 
on General Buller, owing to the exhaus- 
tion of the reserves of ammunition, and 
there are even wild rumors of a snell 
famine at home. But not much import- 
ance need be attached to these rumors. 
It is almost universally assumed that 
with the landing of Generals Roberts and 
Kitchener a prompt return will be made 
to the original plan of campaign, name- 
ly, a great central advance on Bloem- 
fontein. But the most impatient of the 
enthusiastsa dmit that General Roberts 
will be unable to move before the end of 


the month.

WERE ONLY TWO SURVIVORS 


Of the Gunboat Urianeta—Five Were 
Captured and Shot. 


Vancouver, B. C., January 11.—Advices 
from Manila say that Benjamin J. Green, 
comxswain, and George M. Powers, first 
class apprentice, are the sole survivors, 
as far as known, of the luckless Ameri- 
can gunbcat Urdaneta. 

While the Urdaneta was taking sound- 
ings near Orangi she got aground. The 
natives notified the insurgent troops at 
Orangi, a nd a strong force marched 
down quickty through the’ undergrowth 
on both banks and opened fire on all 
sides of the little vessel, wounding most 
of the crew at the first volley.

Great Future for the South. 

D. G. Sunderland. of the Pelham mills, 
Pelham. §. C., spoke interestingly of the 
Manufacturing future of the south. 

“The south has a great future before 
her in the cotton mill business. Logically 
the manufacture of cotton goods belongs 
to this section of the country and I 
think it onlv a question of time before we 
will be doing the bulk of .the country's 
Work. In South Carolina there 1s the 
&reatest activity along industrial lines, 
and at present there are no less than 
thirty large mills in course of erection. 

“The only problem ‘that now confronts 
the southern manufacturer is the great 
Scare‘ty of labor. Many of the mills are 
Unable to run at their full capacity sim- 
Ply because they cannot get work done. 
The importation of northern labor to meet 
this contingency presents certain prob- 
lems that make it inexpedient.”’

Ashes and Garbage Must Be Kept in 
Separate Receptacles Under 
Penalty of a Fine.

Chief Lowry, of the sanitary depart- 
ment, instructed his inspectors yesterday 


to give notice to the people of their re- 


that after the 19th of 
the present month, the ordinance passed 
by council last year relative to keeping 
ashes and garbage separate ‘will be rig- 
idly enforced. 

The ordinance referred to is as follows: 

Section |. Be it ordained by the mayor and 
general council, That from and after the Ist 
day of April, 1899, it shall be the duty of 
every occupant of any building, residence, 


spective. districts 


}.or place of business in the city of Atlanta, to 
| provide and keep within or near such building, 


residence or place of business, two recepta- 
cles, one for garbage and the other for ashes. 
Ashes shall be kept entirely separate from gar- 
bage, etc. Receptacles for all buildings, other 
than residences, shall be placed on the outdér 
margin of. the sidewalk every day between the 
hours of 7 and 8 o’clock a. m., except Sun- 
days, when said shall not be placed 
upon the sidewalk. When said vessels are emp- 
tied by the sanitary men they shall be imme- 
diately removed from the sidewalk. 

Section 2. Be it further ordained, That any 
person violating thé provisions of this ordi- 
on conviction thereof before the re- 
corder, be fined in a sum not exceeding $10, or 
be imprisoned not longer than thirty days, 
either or both in the discretion of the court. 

Section 3. Be it further ordained, That all or- 
dinances or parts of ordinances in conflict here 
with, be, and the sdme are hereby rep2aled. 

You are hereby notified that the above ordl- 
nance will be strictly enforced from January 
19, 1800. ac Es RADE ee

Chief Lowry explains that it is neces- 
sary that this ordinance be carried out 
to the letter, as the city has made a 
contract with the new crematory to burn 
all the garbage of the city and it is ab- 
solutely essential that ithe garbage be 
placed in another receptacle from that 
containing ashes . 

The contract with the crematory is 
for the ‘burning of garbage at 3d cents 
per ton and the eity does ‘not propose to 
pay for burning ashes, he.says, at any 
price. The chief further says that cases 
will be made out against anybody who 
disregards the ordinance after the 19th 
and gives this notification that all may 
be prepared to comply with it.

Cost $6.76. 


OLD PRICE HAS BEEN $3.75 


Recorder Broyles Tells Why He Is 
“Bulling” Drunk Market. 


OLD PRICE TOO SMALL TO BE EFFECTIVE 


Announcement of Advance in Prices 
Regarded with Consternation 
in Certain Circles. 


An important announcement was made 
in the police court vesterday morning by 
‘Recorder’ Broyles. 

It was a matter of finance, .and will be 
of the greatest import to some citizens of 
Atlanta. 

The announcement was tht hereafter 
the price of a plain drunk jn Atlanta 
Will be $5.75. 

For Many yearg past the cost of getting 
drunk jn the city without adding any 
trimmings, a plain, quiet, unobtrusive, 

ppen inoffensive drunx. was only $3.75.

And the collater ral was marked ‘‘for- 
feited,”” and the $3.75 went into the city 
exc hequer in Heu of a fine, 

But now all that is changed. The mar- 
ket quotation on simple drunks has risen 
several points and the price is $2 more 
than it ever was before in the history of 
the city. 

The recorder gives his reasons for bull- 
ing the market. He says he has ascer- 
tained that many men who wish to tank 
up don’t mind the payment of $3.75. In 
fact, they lay aside that small amount 
aS pant of the current expenses of a 
“razee. "Those, who do not pay the 
fine, but work out their sentences in the 
Stockade, have only a week to serve to 
liquidate a fine of $3.75. 

“I have ‘been told,” says the recorder, 
“that those who pay as they go think 
$3.75 no matter of importance for a nighit 
of red painting, and those who go to the 
stockade are there only long enough to 
get over their spree. A man who has 
been on a sprée must have a week in 
which to recuperate before he is fit to go 
to work, and the $3.75 fine has resulted in 
this class of people merely using ithe 
stockade as a temporary inebriate asylum, 
a sanitarium where they get their consti- 
tutions in trim for another spree, ] am 
going to try the raise in price on simple, 
plain drunks. Maybe $5.75 will deter the 
cash fellows from getting drunk so often, 
and will force the others to work a little 
befor® they get out of the stockade.”’ 

When the announcement of the raise 
in price was Made. yesterday, there was 
consternation in certain ‘“‘jaeged’”’ circles, 
and a number of police court attendants 
were staggered. 

““‘How’s that, judge?” was the ques- 
tion when the fellow with an unfestooned 
drunk heard the sentence, ‘$5 and cost’’ 
instead of the old familiar ‘$3 and costs.” 

Cash collaterals for plain drunks will 
accordingly be raised by the station sger- 
geants and it will hereafiter be ‘'$5.75 for 
your appearance in court.’’ 

The effect of this rise in drunk quota- 
tions will be watched with interest by 
the police and a tab will be kept on the 
old ‘‘regulars.,’’
